CLASS HISTORY 


In the year 1942, a class of proud eighth 
graders were welcomed into the more im¬ 
portant section of Howland School, the 
Senior High, with cheers like "Freshies" 
or "Greenies." 

The Freshmen of "42" were very suc¬ 
cessful as a class. They took part in 
many activities and their class party was 
said to have been the best ever given. 

1943— The class of '45, now Sopho¬ 
mores, and wishing they were luniors, 
could see the finer things of life. The 
longing for the prom, the lunior play, the 
better chance of playing basketball, all 
these were wishful thinking, too far away 
to come true yet. 

This was the year in which the girls 
took an interest in the two-step, and the 
year the boys decided they hated the two- 
steps, but the class trudged on happily to¬ 
gether. 

1944— Juniors at last! The class was 
successful in presenting the play "Gala- 
had Jones." They took part in Baccalau¬ 
reate, holding the hands of the Seniors, 
not only to share their emotions, but to 
keep their own knees from buckling. 

They went to the prom, the first real 
party for most of them. Afterward some 
of them went to Idora Park where the 
crazy girls wore formals on the "Wild 
Cat," and everyone ate hot dogs. Then 
came the ordering of class rings, which 


was a last promising step towards twelfth 
grade. 

The time finally came to bid "farewell" 
to the Seniors. It was not an easy job. 
Was it possible that the luniors could fill 
their places in the band, choir, "Scoop" 
staff, the athletic teams, the classrooms, 
the halls, the corner store, and the Sharon 
bus? Yes, it was rather a hard step to 
take, not knowing their ways too well. 

The time was soon September 6, 1944, 
at nine o'clock. The first bell rang and 
the Class of '45 was now christened Se¬ 
nior. Seniors, and the last year of school 
lay ahead. 

To some students this meant happiness, 
a quiet happiness with the thought of get¬ 
ting out of school. To many it meant just 
nine short months till they would be out 
on their own, working alone for the first 
time. 

They have had their Senior play, their 
prom and dances, but the biggest thing 
of all, and perhaps the saddest of four 
years of high school comes May 23, 1945, 
Graduation Day. Sometimes the thought 
of it brings butterflies to stomachs, lumps 
to throats, or tears to eyes. Oh, to be a 
Freshman again! 

Then they did not know what self-reli¬ 
ance meant, they did not realize what war 
meant, nor did they realize what it meant 
to be a Senior! 






HAVE WE FINISHED? 


This is 1945, the year of the end of our 
present struggle. Germany has been de¬ 
feated—Japan's downfall has begun. Our 
boys are coming home soon, tired, much 
older and wiser. Are we wiser? Is the 
work for us at home finished? We have 
amazed the world by our huge productive 
capacity. We have startled our enemies 
by our courage and perseverance, and 
by our mutual cooperation. But have we 
finished? Can we now lean back in our 
easy chairs and davenport; turn on the 
radio, pick up the evening paper, and 
wait contentedly for a warm supper with¬ 
out thought again of this war? Have we 
finished? 

When we entered this war we raised 
our voices to proclaim the Four Freedoms 
to the world. Freedom of Speech ... let 
a man speak his thoughts aloud to his 
neighbors. Freedom of Worship ... let 
a man go to his Church and worship his 
God as he likes. Freedom from Fear . . . 
let him build his home and live his life 
away from the threat of war and murder 
and intimidation. Freedom from Want 
... let him do his work, confident that 
he can provide food, clothing, and shelter 
for his family. Will the Atlantic Charter 
be just a scrap of paper, or will we make 
it a potent symbol in the postwar world? 
What have the ominous words "We regret 
to inform you . . . killed in action" meant 
to us? Do they mark the end or the be¬ 
ginning? Do they mark the result or the 
reason? 


We have defeated the enemy on the 
battlefield; we have destroyed his armies; 
his political society, and many of his 
cities. We have not won this war! Our 
purposes, the reasons for which we have 
fought, have not been accomplished. Let 
us awake from this false sleep and realize 
we are not through. Yes, the Third Reich 
is no more. The Gestapo, the General 
Staff, all are gone. But the deep roots of 
these evils exist still. Economic uncer¬ 
tainty, fear of neighboring military 
powers, the inferiority feeling of a de¬ 
feated nation, and the lack of trust in 
government of any kind, can all be found 
imbedded in the heart of the German 
citizen. Remember, it is easy to defeat 
an enemy . . . but it is so much more 
difficult to win a war. 

The sacrifices entailed are much greater 
than to give work, or time, or money, or 
even lives. It is harder to learn to love 
and respect an enemy; it is harder to 
build his churches, to give him bread 
while we do without meat, to give him a 
job while we are idle, than to do any of 
the things we have done so far. These 
are the sacrifices we have yet to make. 
May God help us to see and do these 
things, which we must do if all the peoples 
of this planet earth shall live together in 
peace; working, not killing; building, not 
destroying; and helping, not fighting. 

May our prayer be to let us never forget 
the sacrifices of the past. But more im¬ 
portant, never to lose sight of the reason 
for which they were given.

I'm getting tired of being governor-general in 
charge of the reconstruction in Tokyo. I'm either going 
to resign or we'll need to move closer- -Seattle, for 
instance." 

"But Howland is such a quiet place; so nice for the 
children." 

"Oh, I don't know, dear. Since George Merrick got 
himself elected to Congress and we have those seven 
Merrick Dams on Mosquito Creek, business has been 
moving in and some of these 'new' people have only 
been here fifteen years and they're trying to run the 
place." 

"Yes, I know, and the children insist on hanging 
around McBride's 'You Junk 'Em and We Fix 'Em Shop' 
and I'm so afraid they'll get hurt around those wheels 
and cogs. But I chuckle to myself every time I see that 
old Packard sitting there, the one we used to drive 
around in when we were seniors.

"Kitty and the children have just returned from a 
visit with the Rear Admiral. She was accompanied by 
Edythe who visited the Admiral before he sailed for 
Timbuctoo.

The Howland Tigers played better than .640 ball by taking eleven games out of a 
seventeen game schedule. Among these teams was Woodrow Wilson, a class "A" school 
from Youngstown, which it toppled, 38 to 36. One happy event of the season was that 
the Tigers broke even with all the teams that they played twice in the season with the 
exception of Leavittsburg. The high point of the schedule was the 39-36 trimming by the 
Tigers of the Champion Hoopsters. This was the only defeat pinned on Champion in 
regular court-play. 

In the first game of the T. I. A. tournament, Howland met and defeated Cortland by 
the score of 51 to 39. Although the score doesn't prove it, the winner was never in doubt, 
for Howland was always in the lead! 

After leading the Vienna quintet through most of the first half, the Tigers couldn't 
stop a second half rally and were knocked from the tournament by a score of 41-31. 
The game was a hard fought affair with both teams giving all they had. 

In a consolation game the Tigers earned an easy 53 to 26 victory over a hapless 
Gustavus five. This victory enabled them to compete in the Sectional Tournament at 
McDonald. 

A feature of the county tournament was the naming of Ray Larson as one of the 
fifteen outstanding players of the tournament. 

The first game at McDonald turned out to be the last as the Tigers were dumped 
by Leetonia to the tune of 49 to 46, The game was hard fought with Howland at one time 
having a ten-point lead.
